lects to give fuch Securiry, or breaks the 
Peace after, he has given it, his Pardon fhall 
be void. This Act I have looked into, and 
find it (0; ‘tis in Raftal’s Statutes. Tit. Pardon, 
_ He fays farther, chat chis Stature had fach 
an Effe& upon the Law, as to render every 
Pardon for a Capital Offence conditional, ita 
quod fe bene gelJerit verfus cunttum populim, 
Ke. and produces fevera] Precedents of Per- 
fons who were hang'd after Pardons for trifling 
Offences, particularly two in Queen Eliga- 
beth's Reign ; and he cites Moore's Reports, 
466, where it appears that one Whiddon 
one Cole fuffer'd by Virtue of this Conftruc- 
tion, rhe laft of them for fo fmall a Mifde- 
meanor as common Battery. He concludes
